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PURPOSE: To obtain the facsimile equipment capable 
of printing out a text received at present, to print out 
a list/report or to copy a print with priority over the 
print-out of a stored reception text by inputting a 
command inhibiting a print-out of the received text 
whose print-out is in standby with respect to the 
facsimile equipment. 

CONSTITUTION: An inhibit switch used to enter a 
command inhibiting read and print of a text is 
provided to an operation panel 8 in the facsimile 
equipment 1 provided with a hard disk to store a text 
whose print-out is awaited. When the inhibit switch is 
closed at the reception of a text, a system control 
unit 9 uses a plotter 3 to print out the text received 
at present with priority over the text stored in the 
hard disk 1 1 and whose print-out is awaited.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] A printing means to print on the recording paper. An accumulation means to 
accumulate the wording of a telegram used as printout standby. Control means which wording 
of a telegram is read [ control means ] from this accumulation means, and make the wording 
of 

a telegram under printing and present reception print by the printing means with a printing 
means. It is facshnile apparatus equipped with the above, a prohibition instruction input means

A read means to read a 
manuscript, and control means to which the manuscript which read wording of a telegram

made to copy by the printing means. A prohibition instruction input means to be facsimile 
apparatus equipped with the above and to input the instructions which forbid read-out 
operation and printing operation of wording of a telegram by the aforementioned control

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] this invention relates to facsimile apparatus equipped with the hard 
disk which can accumulate received wording of a telegram (wording of a telegram) etc. 
especially about facsimile apparatus. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, the memory reception (intercepting, confidential 
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reception, etc.) which the facsimile apparatus which equipped facsimile apparatus with mass 
memory, such as a hard disk, has spread, and is once stored up in memory in such facsimile 
apparatus without carrying out the printout of the wording of a telegram which received as it is 
is possible. According to the obstacle of plotters, such as jam generating of for example, a 
record slip of paper, a toner piece, and the recording paper, intercepting is performed, when 
printing operation is impossible, and when printing operation is attained by supply of the 
recording paper or a toner, or jam removal processing in this intercepting, the printout of the 
received wording of a telegram accumulated at memory is carried out. On the other hand, 
confidential reception is reception of the wording of a telegram transmitted by confidential 
treatment, and in this confidential reception, if an addressee does not input a specific ID cord, 
the printout of it is not carried out from a plotter. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, if it was in the conventional facsimile 
apparatus, when a plotter obstacle is removed and printing operation is attained, the printout of 
the received wording of a telegram accumulated by then at memory is carried out. For this 
reason, when the amount of the received wording of a telegram accumulated at memory is 
huge, a plotter will be monopolized by printing of the wording of a telegram which had 
become printing standby in memory for a long time. The list or report of predetermined 
information about communication of a communication result etc. when receiving and carrying 
out the printout of the wording of a telegram immediately (— the following - a list ~ /-- a 
report -- **** — ) — a printout — carrying out ~ wanting to make it — a case -- or -- facsimile 
apparatus — a copy — taking — ** — a case — each — a plotter ~ an output - standby — 
carrying out — **** -- wording of a telegram - printing ~ monopolizing — having ~ **** -- a 
sake — impossible — becoming having said ~ a trouble — it was . 

[0004] Then, priority is given to this invention over the printout of the received wording of a 
telegram accumulated by inputting the instructions which forbid the printout of received 
wording of a telegram which had become printout standby, and it aims at offering the facsimile 
apparatus which enabled printing of the wording of a telegram under present reception, 
printing of a list/report, or the copy. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] A printing means to print on the recording paper in order 
that invention according to claim 1 may solve the above-mentioned technical problem, In the 
facsimile apparatus which read wording of a telegram from an accumulation means to 
accumulate the wording of a telegram used as printout standby, and this accumulation means, 
and was equipped with the control means which make the wording of a telegram under 
printing and present reception print by the printing means by the printing means A prohibition 
instruction input means to input the instructions which forbid read-out operation and printing 
operation of wording of a telegram by the aforementioned control means is established. The 
aforementioned control means are characterized by making the wording of a telegram which 
has priority over the wording of a telegram which was carrying out printout standby, and has 
received with the accumulation means now print by the printing means, when prohibition 
instructions are inputted into the prohibition instruction input means at the time of wording-of- 
a-telegram reception. 
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[0006] A printing means to print on the recording paper in order that invention according to 
claim 2 may solve the above-mentioned technical problem, An accumulation means to 
accumulate the wording of a telegram used as printout standby, and the control means which 
wording of a telegram is read [ control means ] from this accumulation means, and make the 
list or report of predetermined information concerning printing and communication by the 
printing means print by the printing means, A prohibition instruction input means to input the

[0007] A printing means to print on the recording paper in order that invention according to 
claim 3 may solve the above-mentioned technical problem, An accumulation means to 
accumulate the wording of a telegram used as printout standby, and a read means to read a 
manuscript. In facsimile apparatus equipped with the control means to which the manuscript 
which read wording of a telegram from this storage means, and was read by printing and the 
read means by the printing means is made to copy by the printing means A prohibition 
instruction input means to input the instructions which forbid read-out operation and printing 
operation of wording of a telegram by the aforementioned control means, A copy instruction 
input means to input the instructions which copy a manuscript is established, the 
aforementioned control means When prohibition instructions are inputted into a prohibition 
instruction input means and copy instructions are inputted into a copy instruction input means, 
it is carrying out giving priority over the wording of a telegram which was carrying out 
printout standby, reading with an accumulation means, and making a manuscript copy by the 
printing means as the feature.

[Function] In invention according to claim 1 , when prohibition instructions are inputted into 
the prohibition instruction input means at the time of wording-of-a-telegram reception, the 
wording of a telegram which has priority over the wording of a telegram which was carrying 
out printout standby, and has received with the accumulation means now is printed by the 
printing means. By invention according to claim 2, when prohibition instructions are inputted 
into a prohibition instruction input means and printout instructions are inputted into list/report 
output instruction input means, with an accumulation means, priority is given to the wording 
of a telegram which was carrying out printout standby, and the list or report of predetermined 
information about communication is printed by the printing means. 
[0009] In invention according to claim 3, when prohibition instructions are inputted into a 
prohibition instruction input means and copy instructions are inputted into a copy instruction 
input means, priority is given over the wording of a telegram which was carrying out printout 
standby with the accumulation means, and it reads and a manuscript is copied by the printing 
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means.

[Example] Hereafter, this invention is explained based on a drawing. Drawing 1 is drawing 
showing one example of the facsimile apparatus concerning this invention. First, composition 
is explained. Facsimile apparatus 1 is equipped with a scanner 2, a plotter 3, 
compression/reproduction section 4, the variable power section 5, buffers 6 and 7, the 
operation panel 8, the system-control unit (hereafter referred to as SCU) 9, the communication 
unit 10, and the hard disk (hereafter referred to as HDD) 1 1 in ^jj-a^ij^g j ^ scanner 2 reads 

a manuscript to read or copy a transmitting manuscript. A plotter 3 carries out the printout of 
the list / report of the information about conmiunication of received wording of a telegram, a 
communication result, etc., or the copy of a manuscript to the recording paper. The variable 
power section 5 carries out variable power of the data, and buffers 6 and 7 make data transmit 
[ section ] to predetermined each part from predetermined line ******** 
Compression/reproduction section 4 encodes wording of a telegram with a predetermined 
coding method (compression), and decrypts coded data (reproduction). The operation panel 8 
consists of displays, such as liquid crystal which displays the operation input section and the 
predetermined information that the various instructions from an operator are inputted. The 
communication unit 10 controls communication and HDD 11 is a storage which once 
accumulates received wording of a telegram and transmitted wording of a telegram. SCU9 
consists of a microcomputer, RAM (Random Access Memory), ROM (Read Only Memory), 
etc., and controls above-mentioned each part by performing the various control programs 
stored in ROM. 

[0011] Here, the example in the case of being the facsimile apparatus which requires the 
facsimile apparatus 1 of drawing 1 for invention according to claim 1 is explained. A plotter 3 
constitutes a printing means to print on the recording paper, and an accumulation means to 
accumulate the wording of a telegram from which HDD 11 serves as printout standby consists 
of this examples. SCU9 constitutes control means, reads wording of a telegram from HDDll, 
and makes the wording of a telegram under printing and present reception print by the plotter 
3 with a plotter 3. 

[0012] Moreover, the prohibition switch (illustration ellipsis) is formed in the operation panel 
8, and the operation panel 8 constitutes a prohibition instruction input means from this 
example. Therefore, an operator can input the instructions which forbid read-out operation and 
printing operation of wording of a telegram by SCU9 by turning ON the prohibition switch of 
the operation panel 8. And when the prohibition switch of the operation panel 8 is turned on 
on at the time of wording-of-a-telegram reception, SCU9 makes the wording of a telegram 
which has priority over the wording of a telegram which was carrying out printout standby, 
and has received by HDDll now print by the plotter 4. 

[0013] Next, an operation of this example is explained, referring to the flow chart of ji-^^ing

chart. By SI of ^^.^^jj^g 2 ^ if there is wording-of-a-telegram reception, it will distinguish 
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whether use of a plotter 3 is possible S3 of ^^^^-^^ 3 jf ^ ^^^^^^^ 3 possible, the 

printout of the wording of a telegram will be carried out by the plotter 3 one by one by S4, 
receiving. On the other hand, if a plotter 3 is not usable, by S5, it will be set as output standby 
wording of a telegram, and will receive. If the prohibition switch of a standby wording-of-a- 
telegram output is turned on by S6 of drawing 4 when there is no wording-of-a-telegram 

reception SI of ^jj-awing 2 and output standby wording of a telegram is accumulated by S2 at 
HDDll, a standby wording-of-a-telegram output will be forbidden by S7. On the other hand, 
a prohibition switch progresses that it is OFF to S8 by S6, and output standby wording of a 
telegram is outputted to every one wording of a telegram (1 communication unit) one by one 
by S9 as it is a plotter enable. In addition, in this S9, when there is wording-of-a-telegram 
reception, the received wording of a telegram is set up as standby wording of a telegram, and 
is received. 

[0014] As mentioned above, by this example, if the prohibition switch of the operation panel 8 
is turned ON, the output of the output standby wording of a telegram accumulated at HDD 11 
is forbidden, the present received wording of a telegram will have priority, and a printout will 
be carried out. therefore, even when a lot of output standby wording of a telegram is 
accumulated by printing impossible states, such as a record slip of paper, a toner piece, jam 
generating, and a plotter obstacle, at HDD 11 and it becomes printable by suitable processing 
after that When the printout of a lot of these standby wording of a telegram can be forbidden 
at any time and there is urgent wording-of-a-telegram reception by turning on a prohibition 
switch, a printout can be carried out soon, receiving this wording-of-a-telegram reception. 
[0015] Here, an example in case the facsimile apparatus 1 of drawing 1 are a claim 2 and the 
facsimile apparatus concerning invention of three publications is explained. A plotter 3 
constitutes a printing means to print on the recording paper, and HDD 11 constitutes an 
accumulation means to accumulate the wording of a telegram used as printout standby from 
this example. Control means are constituted, and SCU9 reads wording of a telegram from 
HDDll, and makes the list / report of the information about communication of the list/report 
of the predetermined information concerning communication of printing, a communication 
result report, etc. by the plotter 3, a communication result, etc., or the copy of a manuscript 
print by the plotter 2. The prohibition switch (illustration ellipsis) is formed in the operation 
panel 8, and the operation panel 8 constitutes a prohibition instruction input means. Therefore, 
an operator can input the instructions which forbid read-out operation and printing operation of 
wording of a telegram by SCU9 by turning ON the prohibition switch of the operation panel 8. 
Moreover, the instructions to which a list/report is made to output by operation of the 
operation panel 8, and the instructions which copy a manuscript can be inputted, and the 
operation panel 8 makes list/report output instruction input means and a copy instruction input 
means serve a double purpose. A scanner 2 constitutes a read means to read a manuscript. 
[0016] When the operation panel 8 is prohibition switched off and printout instructions are 
inputted from the operation panel 8, priority is given to SCU9 over the wording of a telegram 
which was carrying out printout standby by HDDll, and it makes the list/report of the 
predetermined information about communication print by the plotter 3. Moreover, when the 
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operation panel 8 is prohibition switched off and copy instructions are inputted from the 
operation panel 8, by HDDll, priority is given to SCU9 over the wording of a telegram which 
was carrying out printout standby, it is read, and makes a manuscript copy by the plotter 3. 
[0017] Next, an operation of this example is explained, referring to the flow chart of (ji-^wing 

^ " drawing 9 . In addition, P1-P17 in ^rawinp S 

^ drawing 9 express each step of a flow 

chart. If output instructions of a list/report are inputted by PI of drawing 5 by P5 of ^ 

6 , if plotter use is possible, the printout of a list/the report will be carried out P6, and if not 
usable, list/report output instructions will be canceled by P7. 

[0018] If copy instructions are inputted by P2 of ^^^^^^g 5 ^ if jt is a plotter enable, copy 
processing will be performed by P9 P8 of ^^^^i^g 7 ^ if ^^^^^^^ ^^^^ instructions will 

be canceled by PIO. By P3 of drawing 5 , if there is wording-of-a-telegram reception, if it is a 
plotter enable, received wording of a telegram will be outputted by P12, and if not usable, it 
will accumulate to HDDll by P13 Pll of ^^^^j^g g ^^^^^ ^j^^ reception into output 
standby wording of a telegram. 

[0019] If output standby wording of a telegram is accumulated by P4 of j^awing 5 at HDDll 

and the standby wording-of-a-telegram output prohibition switch is turned on by P14 of 

drawing 9 , the output of standby wording of a telegram will be forbidden by P15. a 
prohibition switch - OFF ~ it is ~ P 16 - a plotter - the printout of the standby wording of a 
telegram is carried out to it being usable one by one by P17 at every one wording of a 
telegram (1 communication unit) In addition, in these P17, when there is wording-of-a- 
telegram reception, the received wording of a telegram is set up as standby wording of a 
telegram, and is received. 

[0020] As mentioned above, by this example, if the prohibition switch of the operation panel 8 
is turned ON and list/report output instructions or copy instructions is inputted, the output of 
the output standby wording of a telegram accumulated at HDDll is forbidden, priority will be 
given and the printout of the copy of a list / report, or a read manuscript will be carried out. 
Therefore, even when a lot of output standby wording of a telegram is accumulated by printing 
impossible states, such as a record slip of paper, a toner piece, jam generating, and a plotter 
obstacle, at HDDll and it becomes printable by suitable processing after that, by turning on a 
prohibition switch, the printout of a lot of these standby wording of a telegram can be 
forbidden at any time, and the printout of the copy of a list / report, or a read manuscript can 
be carried out immediately. 
[0021] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since a prohibition instruction input means to forbid the printout of 
the output standby wording of a telegram accumulated at the accumulation means is established 
according to this invention, even if it is during a printout about a lot of output standby 
wording of a telegram, this output operation is forbidden, a printout can be given priority and 
carried out in the copy of **** which has received now, a list/report, or a read manuscript.
